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One Man’s Opinion 


LIFE BEGINS Somehow from what we have been reading in Don 


AT FORTY Houseworth’s Stamp Review, we are inclined to believe 
that Don is just about approaching the age of knowl- 
edge. To some, this age may come a bit earlier than to others, and it 


is these things that Don is noticing that heralds the approach of a dif- 
ferent life and a different outlook on life for him. 

What manner of man is it that has never before known about the 
birds and the wild life that infests the back yards of all homes which 
are graced with a back yard and plenty of trees. I can not remember 
when we have not had birds of all kinds in our yard or around us. Right 
now we can step out of our rear porch and commune with the English 
sparrows, with wrens, black birds, blue jays, robins, red birds and many 
other kinds. Frequently there is a wild rabbit in the yard and Mrs. Linn 
and myself both feed the squirrels from our hand. These little fellows 
have their homes in the big 75 foot elm trees in the yard. 

Then as for cutting the grass and just learning about such labor and 
how it roughs up his “lily-white hands”, we wonder what manner of man 
this Houseworth fellow must be. 

Don was with our publication about three years ago as many readers 
will well remember and a likeable chap he is too, a man who has gone 
cheerfully ahead with his labours under a handicap that would floor 
many an average man. We well remember when he was in Columbus that 
he marveled at the many beautiful trees in the city and one evening 
when taking he and his family for a ride through the country, a typical 
thundershower, (one has just been performing for the past hour now 
and bringing blessed relief from this terrible heat) broke upon us and 
he was amazed at the downpour, stating that he had never seen such 
rain. 

So we must come to the conclusion that Don has been missing a lot 
of things in life. He either has been too busy to notice them or is just 
getting to the age where he is more observant and someday he will get far 
enough along in stamp collecting to look at things as they are and not 
as he would wish they were. 

In the July 26 issue of his Review, he refers to our remarks as re- 
gard the repairing of stamps.

He doubt- 
less never read “The People With the Calumny” by the expert repair 
artist Sam Singer. This one pamphlet alone should be an education to 
anyone in the matter of repaired stamps. 

Don says “Any such move to interest stamp collectors in accepting 
stamps that have been remodeled is headed for grief. It would be impos- 
sible to control this stamp improvement business once it gained headway 
and the abuses would be legion. In my opinion it is far better for us to 
buy and sell stamps that are not up to par in condition than to risk the 
promotion of rackets that have always been frowned upon.”

Necessity, the Mother of Invention 





Newfoundland’s series commemorat- 
ing the 400th anniversary of John 
Cabot’s discovery of the “New Found 
Land’ features two deliberate errors 
in the vignettes. The 2c below the 
portrait of a bearded navigator says 
“Cabot ‘him that found the new 
land’”. The omission of the first 
name was a clever wriggling around 
the fact that no picture of John Cabot 
could be found, so one of his son Se- 
bastian was used. It is debated yet 
whether Sebastian ever saw New- 
foundland. The 10c stamp of the 
series is titled “Cabot’s ship the 
‘Matthew’ leaving the Avon.” Yet it 
was soon noticed by collectors that 
the “Matthew” was identical with the 
ship shown on the 3c stamp issued by 
the United States in 1893 to com- 
memorate the discoveries of Colum- 
bus in 1492. The title of the picture 
on that stamp was “Flag Ship of Co- 
lumbus”! Obviously the same _ ship 
was not used by both explorers! The 
explanation is that both stamps were 
printed by the American Bank Note 
Co., and Newfoundland could supply 
no picture or drawing of Cabot’s 
ship, so the company used one that 
seemed to fit the need. 


A Modern French Rarity

France’s scarce SS5c on 60c provisional of 
1926, known only precancelled, is accounted 
for, the Philatelic Magazine relates, by the 
need for such a denomination for a large 
mailing of catalogues by the “Magazin du 
Louvre.”

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Greek Navy Printed Stamps 





Stamps have been printed and is- 
sued at many curious places, by 
many curious means. But did you 
know that stamps have been printed 
on board a naval vessel? That’s what 
happened in 1913 during the Balkan 
Wars when Greece occupied the port 
of Dedeagatch (now Alexandroypolis) 
in Thrace. This was an important 
point and the varying fortunes of war 
resulted in its occupation by forces 
of the various contending powers. On 
July 11, 1913 the first "Greek naval 
occupation took place. No stamps 
were available but after one week 
this was remedied by a printing press 
on board the Cruiser Giorgios Averoff. 
Materials were meager, and time was 
short, so eight stamps were printed 
in a small sheet, rudely perforated 
and issued for about a week until 
other and better stamps could be put 
in use. As the illustration in catalogs 
show, these were simply four lines of 
type, the first three reading (in 
Greek): “Greek Administration of 
Dedeagatch” and the fourth line 
gave the value. Sheets contained 
three 25 lepta stamps arranged in the 
left row of three stamps, the second 
row had two ten lepta (one was in- 
verted) and one 5 lepta, and third 
row had two 10 lepta and a blank 
space. They were ungummed and 
being a nuisance were replaced as 
soon as some nicely printed Bulgarian 
stamps were found and overprinted. 
In September, 1913 the Greek Navy 
again occupied the port and two more 
series were printed by the naval au- 
thorities, this time on board the bat- 
tleship “Spetsae”. Practice evidently 
made them better, for these were a 
finer job of printing. The reason no 
unused copies are priced in the cata- 
logue for the last two issues was that 
all were stamped with what appears 
to be a postmark and which evidently 
was put on all stamps before they 
were sold. It might be noted that the 
“Averoff” on which the first set was 
printed, is the same ship depicted on 
the 3 drachma stamp of Greece is- 
sued in 1927 as one of a new regular 
series. The ship has had a long and 
eventful career, and long carried and 
probably still does, the marks of 
shots which scored hits in its long 
career of wars both foreign and do- 
mestic.

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One Man's Opinion

A man who admits so little knowledge and understanding of Birds, 
Trees, Rain, Tall Grass and such things, may be safe in making such 
acknowledgement in a stamp paper for those things are not a part of 
stamps and lack of understanding should not keep one from writing for 
a stamp magazine, but to show by the above statement that he is wholly 
unaware of the fact that hundreds, yes, thousands of stamps are put 
through the repair room every year and are then passed on to the col- 
lector as perfect copies, is certainly leading his readers up a dark alley. 

Knowing that hundreds of stamps with a straight edge are reper- 
forated and passed on as perfect copies, that many choice pieces are fixed 
up in divers other ways and pass from hand to hand without a word said 
as to their physical ailments or defects, one wonders why it would not 
be better to acknowledge this fact, look it in the face and do -what little 
ean be done to guide the buyer who is frequently ill informed on such 
matters and who probably could no tell a reperforated or a repaired 
stamp if he were told that the item had been fixed. 

Repair work is so expertly done that it baffles experts to detect 
it in any manner except by a thorough diagnosis and even then, it takes 
a very well trained man to find some of the faults that have been reme- 
died. 

Why then, since the repairing and mending of stamps is so univer- 
sally done, would it not be better to recognize the fact, offer them openly 
as such and let the buyer use his own judgement as to whether he will 
or will not accept such stamps. No refusal to recognize or acknowledge 
the fact that repaired stamps are being trafficked in will ever stop the 
traffic. A sincere effort to mark such stamps, that they may be bought 
and sold for what they are, will do no harm, whereas to let matters rest 
as they are will be “promotion of the racket” as Mr. Houseworth states. 


BIGGER 
TYPE WINS 


Hid away on the classified page of our issue of the 
19th of July, we printed an inquiry regarding the use 
of larger type in the columns of this paper. The reason 
for this was due to the fact that we had received several letters from 
readers who complained about the smaller face of type which we have 
been using for the past few months. 

The response to this inquiry was astonishing as every mail con- 
tains several cards or letters and they are still coming as we prepare 
this copy. In a space of less than ten days from the time the paper was 
mailed, over one hundred cards and letters have been received and there 
is a more than ten to one choice for the use of the iarger type face. 

This overwhelming response and demand for the use of larger type 
in our reading columns should present a problem worth considering by 
the dealer who has stamps to sell. 

To read our paper, one naturally will read column after column 
and if a face of type too small is used, it may be that some have dif- 
ficulty in readily reading the matter printed and as a result may skip 
some or lay the paper down and take it up at another time. 

It is the natural inclination of the stamp dealer to crowd into his 
space as much matter as he can get there and a few of the other weekly 
papers have gone so far as to provide an extremely small face of type 
for use in advertisements. Type known as agate or five point type. The 
ordinary standard size of most type used in advertising has always been 
of a size known as six point, six seventy-seconds of an inch. This type runs 
12 lines to an inch space, as there are 72 points in an inch. The smaller 
type, agate or 5 point runs two extra lines to the inch and also permits 
an extra word or more in the line. The face is quite small and for many, 
must be difficult to read, so the thought naturally arises, do the col- 
lectors read the advertised offers which are presented in this very small 
type as thoroughly as they would be read if in a type face more legible. 

We must conclude from the more than 100 replies we have had to 
the inquiry about the use of a larger face of type in our reading columns 
that the average collector does not read such advertising in the thorough 
manner that he would read it if the type face were larger. 

It is therefore a question whether the dealer is losing a lot of business 
he might otherwise get, if he presented his offers in a legible manner. 

Of course, you, Mr. Dealer doubtless read your advertisement to see 
that it is all there and you will say, why certainly, this small face is 
readable. But go right ahead, keep on reading, read all of the small

3c Defense Error 





One of our readers (we are sorry 


; we misplaced the name) recently sent 


us a block of the 3c Defense stamp 
which was without gum. The party 
stated that he had purchased these at 
his small town postoffice and that 
there was a full sheet of the stamps 
without gum. He had purchased a 
block of them to send to us with an 
inquiry as to their possible value, and 
wanted to know if he should buy the 
remainder of the sheet which he had 
requested the postmaster to hold for 
him. 

All we could do was to advise him 
that it was not worth while to pur- 
chase the remaining stamps as actual 
proof that the stamps were issued 
without gum could not be supplied or 
if supplied would not make the 
stamps of value or interest since any- 
one could wash gum off of stamps 
and have similar copies. 

However, without regard to that 
fact, the stamps were issued in error, 
just as serious an error as tho issued 


' without perforations, but because of 


the nature of the error of issue, they 
could not be certified as errors and 
would not be accepted as such by any 
collector who had his right mind. 
Thus we see a situation where there 
is a major error, yet the finder can 
not cash in on it as is the usual cus-

Florida Club Points the Way 


You have heard of speakers who 
have delivered “papers” at various 
meetings, including those of stamp 
collectors. 

Leeds Anwyll, in charge of pro- 
grams of the Orlando™ Philatelic So- 
ciety (Orlando, Florida), has improved 
on this method. 

Being a radio distributor, he has 
available the equipment, and thereby 
has made two recordings of his com- 
ments dealing with stamp topics. One 
record discusses the basis for varie- 
ties in stamps, and another is a most 
interesting talk on “Perforations and 
Water Marks.” 

These records have been run on a 
phonograph at the last two meetings 
of the Orlando Stamp Club, and the 
members are most enthusiastic about 
it. 

The idea seems to be particularly 
useful, in that the club is asked 
several times to have speakers at the 
local high school, to talk on Philatelic 
subjects. By the use of the record de- 
vice, the same comments can be made 
to outlying schools, or for that mat- 
ter, the records could be mailed to 
clubs in different cities, on an ex- 
change basis. 

While the Orlando club is not in 
shape as yet to carry this out, the 
idea seems to merit consideration. 

The Orlando club was reorganized a 
year ago, and has been meeting 
monthly. Horace Jacobs is Secretary, 
and John Masek is President. 


Centenary of Passing the Censors 





In September, 1823, Allesandro 
Manzoni one of Italy’s greatest auth- 
ors completed his most famous work, 
“TI Promessi Sposi” (The Bethrothed). 
The censors of that day however were 
not in agreement with later critics and 
until July, 1824 withheld permission 
for publication. So a century later 
Italy issued the Manzoni commemora- 
tives which ostensibly also commemo- 
rated, a year late, the 50th anniver- 
sary of his death which occurred in 
1873. The stamps depict scenes from 
the novel which aside from a plot 
copied by later authors gave a very 
accurate picture of 17th Century Italy. 


@ Thirty Huguenot and Walloon fami- 
lies landed at Manhattan in 1624 to 
establish a colony, but later moved to 
Albany and this is the principal event 
commemorated by the 1924 commemo- 
rative series of the U. S. 








Those Greek Surcharges 


In 1923 the Greek republic issued 
a long series of stamps to commemo- 
rate the revolution of 1922 which re- 
sulted. in the formation of the repub- 
lic. Practically everything in the way 
of stamps available were overprinted, 
Greek issues for occupation of Tur- 
key in 1913 being among those resur- 
rected. The post office tried to pre- 
vent speculation, so unless at least 
4,000 of a value had been overprinted, 
these were not issued. Among these 
stamps held back were 160 of the 10 
drachmas 1913 overprinted for 10 
drachmas; 600 copies of the 5d 1901 
Crete stamp overprinted for 50 lepta 
and a small quantity of the 5 lepta on 
1 lepta of the same issue. Though these 
stamps were not issued in 1923, they 
eventually did reach philatelic hands 
by some means, as the last mentioned 
stamp appeared on the market in 
1926 and the other two in 1928. Their 
status is thus still in doubt. Whoever 
obtained them reaped as rich a harv- 
est as they would have in 1923, so 
the original attempt to ban specula- 
tion failed. 


@ China’s 1923 Constitution Com- 
memorative series was prepared long 
before the constitution was ratified or 
promulgated. Each successive political 
leader postponed such action until 
late in 1923, 


@ On April 15, 1924 the post office at 
Berlin, Germany commenced sale in 
gold currency of remainders of the 
colonial issues of the former German 
Empire.
